WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The epoch- 
making prosecution of the Standard Oil 
Trust by the Government will be tiled 
this week in St. Louls. On Wednesday 
Messrs. Keilogg and Morrison, general 
counsel for the Government, will file a 
petition for a writ of injunction 
against the Standard Oil Co. before the 
Federal Court of the WBignth Circuit. 
This petition will be directed against 
70 companies which make up the trust. 

Two or three months will be required 
by them to make their arrangements 
and by spring the administration is 
confident the peiition will be granted. 
The Trust will appeal to the Supreme 
Court at once and it is not expected the 
matter finally will be settled before the 
term of court next fall. 


The suit will be a 
equity, praying for the dissolution of 
the Standard Oil Co. as a combination 
in restraint of trade, violating the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. The bill of com- 
plaint recites all the various violat ions 
of law and names all the companies 
comprising the great corporation. 

The Sherman anti-trust act, in provid- 
ing a year’s imprisonment, or a $5000 
fine, or both, makes it applicable to 
every person who shall make any ‘‘con- 
tract, combination in the form of trust 
or otherwise, or conspiracy in restraint 
of trade or commerce among the sev- 
eral states or with foreign nationa,”’ or 
who shall ‘‘monopolize or attempt to 
monopolize, or combine or _ conspire 
with any other person Or persons to 
monoplize any part of trade or com- 
merce.

— When the Board of Public Improvements is asked 


to “permit” the United Railways Co. to connect the 
old Suburban tracks at the intersection of the Man- 
‘chester road and Sarah street with the United Rail- 
way tracks on Chouteau avenue, it is explained 
that this “will save between fifteen and twenty 
the outlying dis- 
tricts.” 

The tracks it is thus proposed to connect at this 
late period in the history of St. Louis might have 
been connected and used as it is now proposed to 
use them at any time in the last 10 years under the 
Constitution of the State and the power the city has 
to“*Yegulate the use of tracks on its public streets. 
If only two thousand people a day lose 15 minutes, 
morning and evening, by the failure of the city to 
regulate its street transportation service lawfully 
to meet the needs of its workers, the total loss 
of working time for that small number of workers 
out of the city’s total amounts to 1000 hours a 
day of the city’s working time, or 6000 hours’ loss 
a week. 

Those who wish to see what such failure means 
n money can easily calculate what the loss would 
an in the value of their own working time for 
a year or ten years. It has been time wasted use- 
lessly and extravagantly, because the rails on 
rights of way over city streets have been treated 
as more sacred than the private real estate, which 
is habitually used and paid for by lawful processes 
‘whenever the public need for its use is paramount. 

Only when the United Railways Co. has “ab- 
sorbed” the Suburban is there a prospect that the 
public will have, as a concession from the prin- 
ciples of monopoly, rights that belong to it under 
the principles of law by which the privileges of 
using the streéts for railroad tracks are granted. 
Only when monopoly asks “permission” is the city 
in a position to show itself master either of its 
own streets or its own working time.

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TWO FOREIGN VIEWS OF AMERICA. 

It is hard to compare the “impressiona” of Amer- 
ica of Dr. Ludwig Fulda and Maxim Gorky, just as it 
is hard to find a common basis for comparison of 
the two men. 

Dr. Fulda, eminent by substantial achievement as 
a dramatist, poet and thinker. came here with clean 
hands. He conducted himself as a refined, moral, in- 
tellectual gentleman, and was received and respected 
‘A8 such. 

Mr. Gorky,*conpicuous as a writer of rugged, re- 
alistic. prose and champion of the suffering mil- 
ions of Russia, attempted to introduce as his law- 
ful wife an actress-companion to whom he was not 
married. He came under false pretense. 

, The facts of Gorky’s case have become known 





world wide, so no one will be deceived by the ex- | 


itravagance of his book, “The City of the Yellow 
Demon,” or his strictures against American home 
life, of which he has little first-hand knowledge. 

- While Dr. Fulda’s comments are not wholly com- 
*plimentary, much that he says is correct. He ae- 
plores that “in rich America the dramatic art is tn# 
poorest of all the arts,” basing his criticism on the 
fact that our municipal and national governments 
do not endow theaters as in Germany. But he fails 
to grasp the fact that such use of public money 
is incompatible with our whole scheme of govern- 
nent. 
r “Now and again,” he says, “one hears Shakspeare, 
hever sympathetically, and of the best of what 
Europe produces Americans know next to nothing.” 

Dr. Fulda had the misfortune to visit Americo 
during one of the worst theatrical years in a decade. 
but he could scarcely have overlooked the fact that 
Miss Julia Marlowe, Mr. Richard Mansfield. Miss 
Viola Allen, Mr. Edward H. Sothern and Mr. Robert 
Mantel] were even then receiving not only respect- 
ful, but enthusiastic, applause in repertoires essen- 
tially Shakspearian. 7 

As to the “best of what Europe produces,” his own 
royalties must convince him that his own dramas. 
“The Talisman,” “The Twin Sister” and “Old 
Friends,” beth in original and translated versions, 
are nearly as well known here as in Germany, and 
that the plays of Sudermann, Mauptmann and his 
other fellow dramatists yet to our stages almost as 
guickly as to his own. .

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The report that St. Louisans will urge upon the 
Waterways Convention the approval of the plan puv- 
lished in today’s Post-Dispatch for the im- 
provement of the River Des Peres is incredible.
